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On April 6, 2000, Judy Water Association (� Judy Water� ) applied to the 

Commission, pursuant to KRS 278.023, for a Certificate of Public Convenience and 

Necessity (� Certificate� ) to construct, finance, and increase rates for a $2,540,952 

waterworks improvement project.  As required by this statute, the Commission issued its 

Order on April 28, 2000, granting the Certificate, authorizing the issuance of the U. S. 

Department of Agriculture� s Rural Development bonds, and approving the rates.  In its 

Order the Commission required that:

Three years from the effective date of this Order, Judy Water shall file an 
income statement, along with any pro forma adjustments, in sufficient 
detail to demonstrate that the rates approved herein are sufficient to meet 
its operating expenses and annual debt service requirements.1

On May 14, 2003, Judy Water requested that this requirement be waived.  In 

support of its request, Judy Water states Commission Staff is currently assisting with 

the preparation of a rate application, and that this application will outline the current 

revenue needs of Judy Water.   Having considered Judy Water� s request, the 

1 See Ordering Paragraph No. 6 at 2.
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Commission has determined that good cause for granting the waiver has been 

presented.  

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Judy Water� s request to waive the requirements of Ordering Paragraph 6 

of the Commission� s April 28, 2000 Order is granted.

2. All other provisions of the April 28, 2000 Order not inconsistent herewith 

shall remain in full force and effect.
